Despite NDP's protest, Conservatives refuse to apologize

As the provincial election 
campaign winds down, the 
nastiness doesn’t. 

On Friday the Progressive 
Conservatives began run¬ 
ning radio ads claiming the 
NDP “accepted $45,000 in 
illegal campaign contribu¬ 
tions from union bosses” 
and only gave the money 
back “after the NDP was 
caught.” 

That prompted a letter 
from the NDP’s lawyer to 
the Tories and six radio sta¬ 
tion owners insisting the 
ads be pulled and an apolo¬ 
gy given. 

“Voters anticipate in any 
election campaign that 


there’s going to be back 
and forth between the par¬ 
ties,” NDP campaign direc¬ 
tor Matt Hebb said. “But 
when you start running 
paid advertising with false 
and defamatory statements 
in them, that is simply go¬ 
ing too far.” 

But the Tories are refus¬ 
ing to pull the ads and so 
far no radio station has tak¬ 
en them down. Progressive 
Conservative spokesman 
Jodi Morgan was defiant 
Friday, saying the party 
stands behind every word 


in the advertisements and 
“all of these statements are 
facts.” 

Among their many objec¬ 
tions, the NDP contends 
the donations were never 
called illegal and they re¬ 
turned them as soon as 
they learned the donations 
were questionable. 

Nova Scotia’s chief elec¬ 
toral officer has not ruled 
the donations were illegal, 
but the Tories insist they 
are. 

“If they were not in viola¬ 
tion of the (Elections Act), 


then why were they re¬ 
turned?” Morgan said. 

In the first week of the 
campaign the NDP received 
nine donations of the maxi¬ 
mum $5,000 from nine 
unions. The NDP an¬ 
nounced Monday it had re¬ 
turned the $45,000 when 
the party learned the um¬ 
brella group Mainland No¬ 
va Scotia Building Trades 
Council had offered to re¬ 
imburse the unions. 

Nova Scotia’s chief elec¬ 
toral officer said the NDP 
did the right thing by re¬ 
turning the money and is 
reviewing the donations. 

The NDP says despite the 
letter from its lawyer, the 
party will not pursue legal 
action against the Tories or 
any radio stations.

army is,” Mike Bonin, the 
base public affairs officer, 
said about the event.

Local mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian Forces 
led youngsters through ob¬ 
stacle courses, painted their 
faces with camouflage and 


took them for rides in light¬ 
ly armoured vehicles. 

People could also take 
tours on navy ships and a 
grounded Sea King helicop¬ 
ter. 

“There’s lots of support 
here. There are lots of peo¬ 
ple coming out,” said An¬ 
thony Dopp, a former Cana¬ 
dian Forces member who 


took his son to the event. 
“It’s really cool.” 

During yesterday’s open 
house, Mayor Peter Kelly 
unveiled a Welcome to 
HRM sign that celebrates 
the East Coast Navy.

The IWK Health Centre 
recently called a code pur¬ 
ple that lasted more than a 
week, which means there 
were no beds available for 
patients in certain units, a 
spokeswoman for the Hali¬ 
fax children’s hospital con¬ 
firmed yesterday. 

The code purple came 
less than five months after 
the QEII Health Sciences 
Centre in Halifax dealt with 
an emergency mode known 
as code orange, which was 
called because of over¬ 
crowding in the hospital’s 
emergency room. 

“We were in a code pur¬ 
ple situation, which means 
two of our units were at ca¬ 
pacity,” Kelly Morrisey said, 
adding hospital executives 
made the initial call May 27. 

She said the two depart¬ 


ments affected were the 
family, newborn and adult 
surgery unit, which was full 
for about 24 hours straight, 
and the in-patient psychi¬ 
atric unit, which was at ca¬ 
pacity for just over a week. 
“As of Friday afternoon, we 
called ‘all clear.’” 

She said the hospital 
“looks at many different op¬ 
tions” when handling such 
a situation, from transfer¬ 
ring patients to other units 
and asking hospitals in oth¬ 
er districts to hold on to pa¬ 
tients whose health they 
can manage there for 
awhile longer. 

Morrisey said code pur¬ 
ples at the IWK Health Cen¬ 
tre happen “every now and 
then,” adding the surgery 
unit has been placed in that 
situation “a few times this 
year, because there’s an in¬ 
crease in HRM births.”

Municipalities back controversial tit-for-tat response 


Canadian municipal lead¬ 
ers threatened to retaliate 
against the Buy America 
movement in the United 
States, warning trade 
restrictions will hurt both 
countries’ economies. 

The Federation of Cana¬ 
dian Municipalities en¬ 
dorsed a controversial pro¬ 
posal to support communi¬ 
ties that refuse to buy 
products from countries 
that put trade restrictions 
on products and services 
from Canada.

The measure’s support¬ 
ers agreed to modify it 
slightly by suspending im¬ 
plementation for 120 days, 
in order to give Canadian 
trade officials and U.S. crit¬ 
ics of the Buy America 
rules more time to work 
on the issue.

bill C -15 Liberal MPs are set 
to give the Conservative 
government help tonight 
in passing tough, new drug- 
crime legislation, despite 
the risk of a backlash at the 
party grassroots. 

Under the bill, soon to be 
law, people convicted of se¬ 
rious drug crimes will auto¬ 
matically face prison terms 
of six months or longer. 

The legislation is particular¬ 
ly tough on any offender 
who traffics drugs or gets 
young people involved in 
drug crimes. 

Federal Justice Minister 
Rob Nicholson has said the 
tougher sentences are 
aimed at “serious drug traf¬ 
fickers, the people who are 
basically out to destroy our 
society.” 

Critics of the measures, 
however, argue that this 
law does nothing to 
rehabilitate drug users and 
that it will simply mean 
more crowding in prisons. 
Some have suggested that a 
person found with one 
marijuana plant will be 
tossed in jail. 

Most witnesses who 
came before the Commons 
committee examining Bill 
C-15 argued against the leg¬ 
islation.

Hezbollah defeated in Lebanon 


An anti-Syrian coalition 
defeated Hezbollah in 
Lebanon’s parliamentary 
election yesterday in a 
blow to Syria and Iran and 
a boost to the United 
States. 

“Congratulations to 
Lebanon, congratulations 
to democracy, congratula¬ 
tions to freedom,” the 
coalition’s leader Saad al- 
Hariri said in a victory 
speech in Beirut. 

The outcome was also 
welcome news for Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt, which 
back Hariri’s “March 14” al¬ 
liance — the date of a 2005 
rally against Syria's mili¬ 


tary presence in Lebanon. 

“We have lost the elec¬ 
tion,” conceded Michel 
Aoun, a senior politician 
close to the bloc of Shiite 
groups Hezbollah and 
Amal and Christian ally. 
“We accept the result as 
the will of the people.” 

The United States, which 
lists Hezbollah as a terror¬ 
ist group, has linked future 
aid to Lebanon to the shape 
and policies of the next 
government. 

Hezbollah, which says it 
must keep its arms to deter 
Israel, is part of the outgo¬ 
ing cabinet.

1) What is a poem?

The ocean acts as lungs for the world

When I was 20,1 took part 
in Youth Exchange where I 
worked on a daily and rice 
farm. Both places were in¬ 
land. 

One thing I remember 
about that experience was 
missing deeply the smells 
and sights of the ocean. 

I have many happy mem¬ 
ories connected to the 
ocean — watching crabs 
underwater to enjoying the 
beautiful colours and tex¬ 
tures while walking along 
the beach. 

Today is World Oceans 
Day, which has been cele¬ 


brated since 1992 and this 
year was officially recog¬ 
nized by the United Na¬ 
tions. 

Almost 75 per cent of the 
world’s sur¬ 
face is ocean, 
with an aver¬ 
age depth of 
around four 
kilometres. 

It is a vast 
world under 
the sea, from 
small sea 
shrimp to the 
biggest mammal, the blue 
whale. 

We depend on the ocean 
to act as the lungs for the 
world — releasing oxygen 
and absorbing carbon diox¬ 
ide. We take and use the 
ocean for food, transporta¬ 
tion, medicines and even 
ice cream. A gum extracted 
from seaweed is used to 
make ice cream thick and 


smooth. 

Increasingly, our efficien¬ 
cy of taking things such as 
fish species and putting in 
things like waste have 
caused deteri¬ 
oration of 
ocean species 
and land¬ 
scapes such 
as the hun¬ 
dreds of coral 
dead zones 
around the 
world. 

What can 
we do? As individuals we 
can do a number of things, 
such as not flushing items 
like paint and medications 
and products such as tam¬ 
pons down the toilet. 

We can aim to choose 
seafood that is caught in 
more sustainable ways. We 
can report ocean pollution 
incidents and conduct our 
own personal beach 


sweeps. 

As a community and so¬ 
ciety we need to put in 
place pollution protection 
measures such as effective 
sewage treatment for com¬ 
munities and boats, and 
use measures such as ma¬ 
rine and coastal protected 
areas and ecosystem-based 
fishing to ensure healthy 
fish populations and fish¬ 
ing communities. 

Google Earth has recent¬ 
ly added some ocean layers 
including films from 
Jacques Cousteau. 

I also enjoy the website 
from Natural Resources 
Canada called Halifax Har¬ 
bour. It has informative 
facts and pictures such as a 
snap of 25 Volvos on the 
bottom of the harbour.

Poll finds firefighters are 
most trusted professionals 



Firefighters are the most 
trusted professionals in Eu¬ 
rope and the United States, 
and politicians the least, 
with bank employees con¬ 
siderably less trusted than 
a year ago, according to a 
survey released Friday. 

After a year in 
which much of the 
world slid into reces¬ 
sion led by a crisis in 
the financial 
sector, just 37 
per cent of re¬ 
spondents to a 
survey by mar¬ 
ket research 
institute GfK 
said they 
trusted 
bankers, 
compared 
with 45 per cent 
a year ago. 

Firefighters 
were trusted 
by 92 per cent 


of respondents, and politi¬ 
cians by 18 per cent. 

Some of the biggest vari¬ 
ations between the coun¬ 
tries included in the survey 
— 16 European countries 
and the United States — 
were found in levels 
of trust in the 
church, the police 
and judges. 

The clergy is trust¬ 
ed by 88 per cent of 
Romanians but just 
26 per cent of 
Greeks, for ex¬ 
ample, while 
37 per 
cent of the 
Russians sur¬ 
veyed said 
they trusted 
the police, 
compared 
with 88 per 
cent in Ger¬ 
many.

Eat local, reduce carbon footprint

Locally; Select No¬ 
va Scotia; Eat Local 
First; Good Things 
Grow, In Ontario. 
Good slogans. Catchy. But 
why? 

Eating local food is an¬ 
other potential way to re¬ 
duce our carbon footprint. 
If vegetables travel from 
California to my table then 
in addition to the energy 
used to grow them and 
cook them, we also have 
the fuel used to transport 


them across the continent 
on our conscience. This is 
one of the cornerstones of 
the “eat local” movement. 

It is spring and the boun¬ 
ty of the Canadian growing 
season is about to, or has al¬ 
ready started, depending 
on where you are. Here in 
southern Ontario the local 
asparagus and fiddlehead 
seasons are almost over. It 
is a good time to make a 
pledge to try to eat more lo¬ 
cal foods. If we start when 
local produce is plentiful 
then it will be easier to con¬ 
tinue throughout the year. 

How do we eat local? Lo¬ 
cal produce is often avail¬ 
able in our local grocery 
stores. In most provinces 
local fruits and vegetables 
bear some kind of logo 
such as “Select Nova Sco¬ 
tia” or “Foodland Ontario” 
to let us know where they 
are from. Farmers markets 



are an excellent way to eat 
locally and get the freshest 
produce available. To find a 
farmers market near you, 
you can go to a website 
sponsored by Agriculture 
and Agri-foods Canada 
farmersmarketscanada.ca. 
On the “links” page there 
are links to the 
various 
provin¬ 
cial 

farmers 
mar¬ 
kets 
socia- 
tions. 

Gain¬ 
ing popu¬ 
larity is 
the concept 
of the 100 mile 
diet. This means that all 
food consumed is grown 
within 100 miles of the 
consumer. It is generally ac¬ 
cepted that a few excep¬ 


tions can be made for 
things like spices and salt 
since only a small amount 
is used at any one time. 
What this means to us as 
Canadians is that we can’t 
eat things like bananas and 
pineapples because they do 
not grow here. But we can 
start to enjoy the diver- 
lo- 
For 

example 
until we 

started 
to look, 
had 
no idea 
so many 
varieties of 
apples were 
available. The 
same is true for potatoes. 
You haven’t lived until you 
have eaten blue mashed po¬ 
tato! You hardly miss the 
tropical fruits once you 


start to experiment with 
new flavours. These “exot¬ 
ic” local varieties are often 
found at farmers markets. 

Of course the most local 
food can get is when you 
grow it yourself. If you have 
the space and the know¬ 
how this can be a great way 
to save money and feel good 
about the food you are eat¬ 
ing. This is not for every¬ 
one, though. We experi¬ 
mented with this last sum¬ 
mer and for our efforts had 
a handful of peas, and a few 
scraggly looking carrots. 
The rest fell victim to the lo¬ 
cal wildlife (mostly bun¬ 
nies), and our poor weeding 
and thinning skills! So this 
year we’ll leave it to the 
pros and support our local 
farmers market.

Acupuncture builds a 
bridge between modem 
and traditional medicine; 
Dr. Steven Aung, a sixth- 
generation practitioner of 
traditional Chinese 
medicine and a fully 
trained medical doctor, 
crosses it regularly. 

The University of Alberta 
medical professor offers 
both treatments out of his 
Edmonton office. He 
learned acupuncture from 


his grandfather. “He said to 
me that we have to be also 
trained in Western medi¬ 
cine so that we can inte¬ 
grate the two medicines to 
use the best out of both,” 
Aung explains. “We try to 
lighten up all the darkness 
which is called disease and 
disorder.” 

Unlike modem medicine, 
acupuncture is not easily 
tested by double-blind tech¬ 
niques, Aung says. Its effec¬ 
tiveness is “evidence based” 
— how patients respond to 
treatment. It’s about self- 
healing, he says, returning 
the body to a healthy state. 
“You are able to re-adjust 
the whole physiology of in¬ 
ternal organs.” 

In China, Aung says it’s

explained by “chi” energy 
flowing over the skin. The 
chi is dismpted, causing 
pain, and acupuncture un¬ 
blocks the energy. “In West¬ 
ern medicine, they don’t be¬ 
lieve in this, so they go by 


‘influence circulation’ and 
‘influence general well-be¬ 
ing,”’ Aung explains. 

The doctor, who received 
the Order of Canada in 
2005, says he uses whichev¬ 
er tool will be more helpful. 


“You have to look at a per¬ 
son as a whole, rather than 
just a part of a body. In 
Western medicine, we have 
a lot of compartmentaliza- 
tion.” 

The Alberta College of 
Acupuncture and Tradition¬ 
al Chinese Medicine offers a 
three-year diploma. “The 
prerequisites aren’t that 
heavy; high school maths 
and sciences,” Dr. Dennis 
Lee says. “You leam all your 
points, how to use them, 
how to needle and how to 
treat a broad range of condi¬ 
tions. 

“It’s based on regulating 
your own body to heal it¬ 
self. We’re not adding any¬ 
thing new into the system, 
it’s just working on many 


different levels — hormon¬ 
al, neural, muscular, skele¬ 
tal and digestive.” 

After the program, would- 
be practitioners complete a 
provincial government li¬ 
censing exam. The week¬ 
end-long test is split into a 
six-hour practical and four- 
hour written section. 

It’s perfectly legal for un¬ 
licensed people to offer 
acupuncture, but Lee says 
for the best care, you’ll 
want to make sure they’ve 
passed the government 
test.

UNEMPLOYMENT Canada’s un¬ 
employment rate rose to 8.4 
per cent in May, it's highest lev¬ 
el in 11 years, according to a 
Statistics Canada report 
released last month. While On¬ 
tario experienced substantial 
employment decline in May, 
down 60,000 jobs, 
employment in Manitoba, No¬ 
va Scotia and Saskatchewan ac¬ 
tually increased.

LGBT BARRIERS Despite living 
in a country with legislated hu¬ 
man rights protections for les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender individuals, a new 
Canadian-based study reveals 
that LGBT employees do, in 
fact, face barriers in their work¬ 
places that limit their career 
advancement. The Catalyst 
study, sponsored by 
Scotiabank, says this is due to a 
lack of awareness on the part 
of other employees which 
leads them to rely on 
stereotypes of LGBT individuals 
and can result in a hostile work 
environment. 

ENDOWMENT FUNDS While 
the endowment funds at many 
Canadian universities and col¬ 
leges have devalued over the 
past year as a result of the mar¬ 
ket turmoil, Centennial 
College's endowment fund has 
done the complete opposite, 
according to Academica Group. 
Last year, Centennial's fund ac¬ 
tually grew by 42 per cent, 
from $2.3 million to $7.8 mil¬ 
lion.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
shook up their roster on 
Saturday to bring in 
highly-touted forward 
Brent Andrews. 

But when the team’s 
brass went to the stage at 
the QMJHL draft at Monc¬ 
ton Coliseum and called 
Andrews’ name, the 
Hunter River, P.E.I., na¬ 
tive was nowhere to be 
found. 

Andrews was a gamble 
for the Mooseheads. They 
traded veteran defence- 
man Gabriel O’Connor 
for the 15th overall pick 
to select him, but he is 
threatening to go the 
NCAA route with a schol¬ 
arship offer from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maine. 

“When you see some¬ 
one of Andrews’ status

ing, skill and work ethic. 

Andrews, along with 
hot-shot defenceman and 
19th overall pick Jamie 
Bishop, would provide 
the backbone of Halifax’s 
ongoing rebuilding effort. 
The Mooseheads say they 
“feel good” about the 
talks they’ve had with 


Andrews, but the 15-year- 
old described his stance 
on the decision as “50- 
50.” 

“I don’t know yet,” said 
Andrews by phone, “but 
there’s a lot more chance 
of me going to an English 


team than going some¬ 
where in Quebec. I’ll 
probably decide in about 
a month.” 

Either way, the Herd 
came away from the draft 
with a decidedly younger 
feel. They entered the day 


with no first-round picks 
and ended it with two 
players ranked in Central 
Scouting’s top 11. Bishop 
was ranked seventh and 
is the type of player who 
could help ease the sting 
of trading O’Connor.

Federer matches Sampras 
with 14th grand slam title 


Roger Federer clinched his 
first French Open title when 
he swept past Swede Robin 
Soderling 6-1, 7-6, 6-4 in yes¬ 
terday’s final. 

The 27-year-old Swiss 
world No. 2, who held 
serve throughout, equalled 
American Pete Sampras’ 
record of 14 grand slam ti¬ 
tles. 

He became the sixth 
player to win all four 
grand slam tournaments 
after one hour 55 minutes, 
completely outplaying the 
23rd-seeded Soderling, 
who had ended world No. 
1 Rafael Nadal’s four-year 
reign on the Paris clay in 
the fourth round. 

Federer raced through 
the first set in just 23 min¬ 
utes and served four aces 
to bag the second-set 
tiebrealc 7-1 before putting 
Soderling out of his misery 
on his first match point.

NHL bylaws cover worst-case scenario 


hockey It’s horrible to con¬ 
sider — a plane crash 
wipes out an entire NHL 
team — but the league has 
thought about it nonethe¬ 
less. 

That’s why the league re¬ 
quires teams to have a $1- 
million (all figures U.S.) in¬ 
surance policy on each 
player, one of the provisos 
in the NHL bylaws made 
public over the weekend in 
court filings regarding the 


bankruptcy of the Phoenix 
Coyotes. 

If a team is left with few¬ 
er than 14 players and one 
goaltender following some 
sort of catastrophe, the 
league sets in motion its 
Emergency Rehabilitation 
Plan. 

First, the “disabled team” 
would be allowed to negoti¬ 
ate to buy players under 
contract from other teams, 
with payment coming 


from the insurance money. 

If that didn’t fill out the 
roster, a draft would be 
held, much like an expan¬ 
sion draft. Teams could 
protect 10 players and one 
goalie. 

The disabled team would 
be allowed to take no more 
than one player from each 
of the other teams. The 
price for each player is $1 
million in insurance mon¬ 
ey.

Metro goes behind the scenes on set of the Twilight sequel

The clouds are low, the sky 
is grey and moody. It's a 
perfect day for the 
vampires to come out — 
or at least the cast and 
crew of New Moon, the 
follow-up to last year’s hit 
film Twilight. 

Young fans surrounding 
Burnaby Park in Vancouver 
are the borderline between 
the real world and the

Within 
the lush 
emerald land¬ 
scape, Holly- ^ 
wood is hard at 
work. While caterers 
are preparing snacks and 
warm drinks for the 80 
teenage extras, director 
Chris Weitz is preparing to 
film the first sequence of 
the day. “Action!” he final¬ 
ly yells, and another long 
day of shooting begins. 

As the extras disperse 
and pretend to be heading 
toward the makeshift 
school building, Kristen 
Stewart, reprising her role 
as Bella, is greeted by her

four best friends singing 
her happy birthday as she 
gets out of her truck. 

“Cut! Let’s do it again!” 
yells Weitz. After shooting 
the scene three times, the 
director asks for one more, 
“just for safety.” And it’s in 
the can. The enormous 
crew huddles around, 
preparing for the next se¬ 
quence. 

This time, Taylor Lautner 
joins Stewart on set. This 
scene is crucial — and so is 
Lautner’s character, Ja¬ 
cob, in this second 
instalment in the 
^ series. 

In Twilight, 
he was Bella’s 
friend and a 
shoulder to 
cry on; in New 
Moon, with her 
V love Edward 
gone away, the two 
become closer and he 
reveals some surprising 
facets of himself, including 
supernatural powers and a 
very muscular body for 
which the actor trained for 
months. 

Ready? Action! Lautner 
fastens a necklace on Bella. 
“It catches bad dreams,” he 
tells her. But Bella only 
dreams of Edward, played 
by Robert Pattinson. The 
British actor is leaning near¬ 
by on a car, a figment of Bel¬ 


la’s imagination. She is con¬ 
tinually haunted by memo¬ 
ries of this impossible love. 

As the cameras roll for 
the third take, Lautner for¬ 
gets his lines. “Sorry, I’m 
totally lost,” he laughs. 
“Cut, reset!” orders Weitz. 
The cast had a 5 a.m. wake- 
up call. Lautner outdoes 
himself in the fourth take. 
“That was my favourite!” 
enthuses the director. 

The heavy atmosphere 
of the Vancouver weather 
seems to temporarily lift as 
lunch break is declared. 
Even vampires get hungry, 
and Pattinson joins us for a 


quick bite and chat. In fall 
vampirical make-up and 
sporting yellow contact 
lenses, we almost expect 
him to bite us instead of 
his food. 

His role is minimal in 
New Moon, yet crucial nev¬ 
ertheless, as we see in the 
next sequence. 

Stewart, standing on a 
platform to reach up to the 
tall actor, leans in for a 
kiss. Is it real or is Bella’s 
imagination playing tricks 
on her again? Fans will 
have to wait until the 
movie’s November release 
to find out.

Studio calls Bruno suit 'frivolous' 


Movie studio Universal 
Pictures on Friday 
responded to a lawsuit 
filed earlier this week 
against its parent compa¬ 
ny and comedian Sacha 
Baron Cohen calling it 
“frivolous” and saying its 
claims were “baseless.” 

California resident 

Richelle Olson sued Cohen 
and Universal Pictures’ par¬ 
ent NBC Universal, the me¬ 
dia division of General Elec¬ 
tric Co., in Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Court over an encounter 
with Cohen when he was 
filming his movie Bruno. 

Olson claims Cohen 
showed up at a charity bingo 
event in 2007 as the flam¬ 
boyant gay Austrian charac¬ 
ter Bruno and pushed her. 
Olson says she fell and was 
surrounded by cameramen 
who attacked her. Later, she

says she fainted, hit her 
head causing bleeding to her 
brain, and must now use a 
wheelchair. 

But in its statement, Uni¬ 


versal said: “filmed footage 
of the full encounter, 
which took place more 
than two years ago, clearly 
shows that Ms. Olson was 


never touched or in any 
way assaulted by Sacha 
Baron Cohen or any mem¬ 
ber of the production and 
suffered no injury.” 

Universal said “we ex¬ 
pect each of the defendants 
to be fully vindicated.” 

Bruno, which lands in 
theaters in July, follows Co¬ 
hen’s 2006 surprise hit Bo- 
rat: Cultural Learnings of 
America for Make Benefit 
Glorious Nation of Kaza¬ 
khstan, which made more 
than $260 million US at 
worldwide box offices. 

Borat attracted several 
lawsuits from individuals 
Cohen encountered while 
shooting that film. Both 
Borat and Bruno are char¬ 
acters Cohen invented for 
his Da Ali G Show, which 
aired on British and Ameri¬

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Embellishing a not-so-tarnished past 


Some rappers 
inflate their 
hustler image 

Rick Ross sold hit albums 
rapping about selling crack 
cocaine but a revelation 
that he was once a prison 
guard threatened to end 
his career. For a rapper cul¬ 
tivating a bad-boy image, 
a uniform put him on the 
wrong side of the law. 

U.S. rappers often sell 
songs about drugs and guns 
based on “real-life” stories, 
but increasingly some sto¬ 
ries are being exposed as 
embellishments aimed at 
building successful careers. 

“Some of the stories are 
fabricated and some of it is 
reality, and what they are 
doing is mixing the two,” 
music executive Devyne 
Stephens said. “When you 
say you shot and killed 
somebody

somebody and you 
put it on a CD, nine 
times out of 10 you 
really didn’t shoot 
buriy Miami and kill anybody.” 
rapper who Devyne Stephens 
brags of a 

cash-fuelled, drug-boss life. 

His real name is William 
Leonard Roberts II but he 
takes his stage name from a 
drug trafficker. So he was 
publicly humiliated when 
pictures surfaced of him 
last year through The 
Smoking Gun website look¬ 
ing clean-cut in a correc¬ 
tional officer’s uniform. 

Ross at first denied his 
past, then admitted it but 
maintained his drug-deal¬ 
ing tales of the street were 
true. His third album, re¬ 
leased in April and featur¬ 
ing titles such as Rich off 
Cocaine, still sold well. 

Stephens, who has been 


hailed as an image branding 
king and has worked with 
artists including Mary J. 
Blige, Usher, Sean (Diddy) 
Combs and Nelly, said many 
rappers mix lines in their 
songs that aren’t literally 
true but draw from real ex¬ 
periences or stories they 
have heard. He says “proba¬ 
bly 85 per cent” of rappers 
embellish stories in songs. 

Stephens helped groom 
another successful U.S. rap¬ 
per, Alcon, who has had hits 
like Locked Up and Ghetto. 
Alcon was ridiculed last year 
and accused of dramatically 
enhancing claims of belong¬ 
ing to a car theft ring and 
having served prison time. 

The new crop of rappers 
want to emulate the success 
of rappers-tumed-moguls 
like former New York drug 
dealers Jay-Z and 50 Cent, 
who both sold albums 
based on their transforma¬ 
tions from street hustling to 
popping 
champagne. 

“You formu¬ 
late that story 
to make it just 
as interesting 
as the Jay-Z 
story,” 

Stephens said, 
describing an 
outline of: “I 
am a hustler, I 
came from 
nothing and turned it into 
something and now I am on 
yachts in St. Tropez.” 

Much of the underworld 
image is obviously real with 
many rappers arrested for 
drugs and gun possession, 
including one of the current 
top rappers, Lil Wayne, who 
faces narcotics and weap¬ 
ons possession charges. 

Others, like former 
teenage drug dealer T.I., re¬ 
shaped their image when 
facing prison time. Atlanta- 
based T.I. just began serving 
a one-year sentence for ille¬ 
gally possessing machine 
guns, but reduced his sen¬ 
tence by warning young

All in the funny family 

Sedan's' stories muse on life's daily oddities

In the 32 years he’s main¬ 
tained a daily diary, 

David Sedan's estimates 
he’s only missed 40 days. 

“It’s not that my life is 
interesting. It just became 
a compulsion after a 
while,” said the 52-year- 
old American author, hu¬ 
mourist and NPR regular 
on the phone from his Al¬ 
bany, N.Y., hotel room. 
“Maybe tomorrow morn¬ 
ing I’ll realize that the 
loaded potato soup — that 
was a special of the day in 
the restaurant downstairs 
— wasn’t really that im¬ 
portant in the scheme of 
things.” 

Finding a kernel in even 
the most mundane of situ¬ 
ations seems common¬ 
place in Sedaris’ writing. 

His latest collection of 
essays, When You Are En¬ 
gulfed In Flames, contains 
autobiographical stories as 
apparently minute as 
keeping up with his fast- 
wallcing boyfriend Hugh, 
to the grandiose three- 
month trip he took to 
Tokyo to quit smoking. 

“I figured, what if I go to 
Tokyo and it’s not as hard 
to quit as I think? That 
way I’ll still have all that 
stuff about Japan,” he said. 

“(The stoiy) wasn’t full 
enough of information on 
Japan to work as an inter¬ 
esting Japanese stoiy, and 
quitting smoking wasn’t 
really that hard, so it did¬ 
n’t really work as a ‘quit¬ 
ting smoking’ story. So, I 
just kind of joined the two 
together.” 

Sedaris is also known to 
join humourous stories 
about his loved ones with 
his own musings, but said 
he feels the private tales 
are neither very candid 
nor written at the expense 
of his family. 

“I feel like I write about 
my family with affection 
and that that comes 
through. My family sees 
that, so it’s always inter¬ 
esting to me when others 
don’t.”

“I said in the stoiy that 
Amy was the prettiest girl 
in my family,” he said. 
“But, I have other sisters 
and people they know 
would say, ‘I can’t believe 
what your brother wrote!

It’s something my family 
was fine with, but that 
people outside my family 
took as an insult.” 

Usually the butt of jokes 
by her own hand, Amy is a 
comedian too, best known 
for portraying the charac¬ 
ter Jerri Blank on her tele¬ 
vision series Strangers 
With Candy. But David 
was the catalyst for Amy’s 
comedic potential, bring¬ 
ing her to Second City 
while living in Chicago be¬ 
fore the pair relocated to 
New York. 

“It was something that 
made sense for that mo¬ 
ment in time, when our 
careers were just starting 
and we were all in New 
York living a few blocks 
from each other,” he said. 
“It was one of the happiest 
times of my life.

FBI offers Thailand 
help in Carradine case 


investigation The FBI has 

offered its assistance to 
Thai authorities investigat¬ 
ing Thursday’s death of ac¬ 
tor David Carradine, 
agency officials tell People. 

After Carradine’s half- 
brother, Keith Carradine, 
met Friday with FBI offi¬ 
cials in Los Angeles, those 
officials contacted the 
FBI’s legal attache at the 
U.S. Embassy in Bangkok 
“to determine if the Thai 
authorities are requesting 
or would welcome FBI as¬ 
sistance in this matter,” 
FBI spokeswoman Laura 
Eimilller tells People. She 
adds there is no word yet 
as to whether Thai authori¬ 
ties will invite the FBI to 
join their investigation. 

The FBI has no jurisdic¬ 
tion in other countries, but 



occasionally offers assis¬ 
tance investigating the 
deaths of Americans when 
foul play is suspected or 
when the family requests 
such intervention. 

Keith Carradine, 59,

death, and to determine if

Veal Stew with 
Dumplings 

STEW: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) butter, mar¬ 
garine or olive oil 
1 lb (500 g) boneless veal, 
pork or lamb, trimmed and 
cut into 3/4-in. (1.5-cm) 
cubes 

1 clove garlic, minced 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) black pepper 
3 tbsp (45 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

3 cups (750 ml) low-sodium 
chicken broth 

2 cups (500 ml) sliced fresh 
mushrooms 

2 medium-size carrots, 
sliced 1/2 inch thick 
2 stalks celery, sliced 1/2 
inch thick 

1 cup (250 ml) frozen small 
whole onions 

1 cup (250 ml) dry white 
wine or chicken broth 

2 bay leaves 

2 tsp (10 ml) dried thyme 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
nutmeg 

DUMPLINGS: 

3/4 cup (175 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh chives or minced 
parsley 

1 tsp (5 ml) baking powder 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) black pepper 
Dash salt 

1/3 cup (75 ml) 1 % milk 
1 tbsp (15 ml) vegetable oil 


METHOD: 

1. For stew: In Dutch oven, 
melt butter over moderate 
heat. Add meat, garlic and 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) pepper, and 
cook until meat is 
browned, 10 minutes. 

2. Stir in 3 tbsp (45 ml) 
flour. Add broth, mush¬ 
rooms, carrots, celery, 
onions, wine, bay leaves, 
thyme, 1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
and nutmeg. Bring to boil. 
Lower heat and simmer, 
covered, 40 minutes. 

3. In small bowl, combine 
3/4 cup (175 ml) flour, 
chives, baking powder, 1/4 
tsp (1 ml) pepper and dash 
of salt. In another small 
bowl, whisk milk and oil. 
Pour milk mixture into 
flour mixture. With fork, 
stir until mixed. 

4. Drop batter into 4 
mounds on top of bubbling 
stew. Simmer, covered, 10 
minutes or until toothpicks 
inserted in centres come 
out clean (do not lift lid be¬ 
fore 10 minutes cooking). 
Discard bay leaves.
